The Saturday Review on the Result of the Frank-

With the exception of the evidence of the Esqui- 
maux, nothing whatever has been ascertained as to 
the fate of the party commanded by Captain Crozier. 
Notwithstanding all that has been said upon the 
subject, we cannot but feel that, so long as the fate of 
this body of men is not cleared up, it would ill become 
the country to abandon all hopes of learning more on 
the subject. It is highly probable that some of them, 
at all events, reached the Continent; and, as 
human life can be, and is, supported by the 
savage tribes who inhabit these regions, it is not 
impossible that a few of them may still be living 
amongst the Esquimaux er the Indian tribes who inhabit 
the extreme north of the American Continent. It would, 
moreover, beon every accountof great consequence to 
discover the wrecks of the Erebus and Terror; and, as 
we now know exactly where to look for them, and as a 
very small expedition would suffice for the discovery of 
all that ever can be discovered, it would seem important 
that the trifling additional effort which would be required 
should not be omitted. We cannot sympathise with 
the language which is only too commonabout the duty

The Daily News onthe Revenue Returns for the 
past quarter :--- 

The account for the quarter ended yesterday is ge- 
nerally favourable, showing a small increase, as compared 
with the corresponding quarter of last year. 

In Customs there is an increase of nearly £461,000, 
attributable chiefly to tea, currants, wine, spirits, and 
tobacco. On the item of sugar there is an apparent 
decrease, many payments which would otherwise have 
been made in this quarter having been made in June 
last, in the expectation of a probable addition to the 
duty. 

Excise shows an increase of upwards of £464,000, 
derived principally from spirits and malt, and, indeed, 
from every article excepting hops. 

Stamps are increased to the extent of more than 
£106,000 from Legacy and Succession duties. 

A slight increase has taken place in Land and 
Assessed Taxes, owing to the growth of the House- 
duty. 

In Income-tax there is a decrease of £580,000, owing 
to*the decline in the rate of duty, the additional rate 
nat hewing yot, of course, affected the revenue. 

The Post Office income continues to increase. 
augmentation this quarier is 55,000/, 

Crown Lands, as usual, awe almost stationary. 

The miscellaneous items present a falling-off of 
nearly 191,000/., the result of diminished receipts on 
the sale of old stores and other merely accidental 
causes. 

Thus, on the quarter, there ás a gross increase of 
revenue of more than 1,000,000/., and a nett increase 
of 300,7241. 

The account for the year yields a general increase of 
about £828,000, notwithstanding the diminished receipts 
of more than £2,000,000 from Income-tax. The real 
increase, therefore, would otherwise have been nearly

ROYAL ITALIAN OPERA, 

After a lengthened and brilliant professional tour in the 
United States, in the course>of which she has added fresh 
laurels to those she had won in the Old World, the fascinating 
Mdlle.

ALARMING FIRE rims Mornine.---An alarming and 
most destructive fire broke out this morning at about 
half-past three o'clock, in the stores inthe Lotts, be- 
tween Abbey-street and the quay, in the concerns of 
Messrs. Callwell and Hlorner. ‘The fire was observed 
about four o’clock, and Mr. Crofton, of the Pipewater 
Department, the Metropolitan Police Brigade, with the 
"two engines, the Sun engine, the Patriotic, and several 
others, were soon on the spot, and rendered good as- 
sistance as long as the supply of water was available ; 
but this not being continuous, the fire alternated, and 
broke out afresh, and with increased fury. About half- 
past four o’clock the roof fell in, and the flames were of 
the greatest magnitude, so much se that the entire sky 
was most brilliantly illuminated. The fire extended so 
rapidly that the military had to be called out. We un- 
derstand that the premises as well as the stock are fully 
insured in four Insurance Offices. The fire appears to 
have originated in the tea store, which is a building two 
stories high, and gradually communicated to the brandy 
and whiskey stores underneath, all of which were de 
stroyed. At onetime fears were entertained that the 
fire would have penetrated downwards, and would have 
reached the wine vaults, which are stated to be amongst 
the largest in the city, containing an immense stock of 
wine in wood and bottle, but, fortunately, by reason of 
the great exertions of the fire brigade, its further pro- 
gress was stayed. It is at present impossible to state 
how the fire originated, as the warehouse clerk locked 
all up saiely on Saturday evening, and no appearance 
oi fire presented itself until 3 on this morning, when 
the policeman on duty aroused the parties in charge of 
the warehouse in Bachelor’s-walk, who smashed the 
locks of the stores, at which time the fire had not made 
much progress, but the smoke was so dense from the 
tea store that no effectual effort could then be made to 
stop the progress of the fire.

THE PUNISHMENT OF THE LASH IN THE 
ARMY.—FLOGGING A SOLDIER AT FERMOY. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT). 

We have seldom or never witnessed such a scene as 
took place in Fermoy on last Thursday. Private John 
Kearns of the depot 28th Foot, quartered in that town, 
was tried by eourt-martial, on the charge of having, for 
the second time, deserted from his regiment, and sen- 
tenced to receive fifty lashes, and undergo an imprison- 
ment of eighty-four days, with hard labour. The priso- 
ner on being brought to the d to hear the 
sentence of the court, in the ce of the entire bat- 
talion, according to the ions of the service, be- 
haved himself with the most extreme recklesness, 
tossed his cap in the air, and committed such acts ef 
insubordination, that the colonel, after informing him 
that he was to receive his punishment at half past five 
on the following morning, immediately ordered him 
back to the . Accordingly, next morning, 
at the appointed hour, the battalion was paraded in the 
hospital yard, where the triangles had been previously 
fixed, and the prisoner brought forward. The Adju- 
tant then read the sentence a second time, when the 
soldier, quite unconcernedly, stripped off his jacket, 
placed it on the cross-bar as a support for his neck, de- 
sired the drummers to strap his arms and legs tightly, 
and then “ flog away, as hard as they liked.” t 
the sixth lash the blood flowed, and at the conclusion 
of his punishment, his back was one discoloured mass. 
Not é moan escaped him, nor did! a muscle of his 
face change. On being released from his bonds, he re- 
marked, with the utmost nonchalance, “ that he only had 
enough to give an Irishman an appetite for his breakfast, 
that he coujd easily take twe fifties more, hoped the 
English fellows had now seen what stuff a‘ Paddy’ was 
made of.” He danced, laughed, and behaved in such a 
refractory manner, that the colonel was obliged to threaten 
him with a drum-head court-martial, and to give him 
filty more on the spot. Allwas in vain, nothing could 
awe him, and the escort was ordered to hurry hip to 
hospital. In fact such a case of hardened recklesness has 
seldcm been met with, and may add another proof of the 
total ineffic ency of even corporal punishments, in curb- 
ing such characters in the army.

Sir,—I have been much struck by an article in your 
issue of yesterday, referring to the publication in this 
city of what is commonly called “The Black List.” 
[ believe there are no less than three rival establish- 
ments competing for public support, in what is repre- 
sented to be a laudable desire to put down, or prevent, 
fraud or imposition. I have before me a prospectus, as 
also a circular, of one of those companies. Strange to 
say that those who are so anxious to expose the names of 
others don’t think proper to disclose their “ local habita- 
tions or their names.” The names of the attorneys (who 
must necessarily be employed) are not given, and, in 
direct violation of the law, the printer who has 
the circular takes care not to let the public know of 
his whereabouts. I have no hesitation in saying that 
each person whose name appears in this list could 
successfully maintain an action for libel against the pub- 
lishers, and would receive from a jury damages com- 
mensurate to the injury which he could prove he had 
sustained by such exposure. But, against whom is 
such action to be brought? Iam not myself in trade, 
nor do I want credit. | have 
“Enough for me— 
My bread and independency,” 
and I cannot see any objection to there being an 
organised system established amongst traders, by 
which they should, through the medium of such 
institutions, give information to each other, so as to ex- 
pose the swindler or dishonest trader. The wholesale 
system, however, pursued by the parties to which you 
have alluded, is altogether unjustifiable, and I feel 
confident, if brought under the attention of the superior 
Judges of the Courts, would not be permitted to con- 
tinue. The Judgment-office, Registry, and other offices 
in which records are entered, were established, and are 
maintained, for purposes totally different from that to 
which they are applied by those associations. Allow 
me to point out one or two of the evils which may arise 
from this system. A B, a trader in Dublin, doing-a 
good business, but not rich, has the good fortune to 
secure the handof a wife with £5,000 fortune. The usual 
and prudent course is to havea marriage settlement, with 
trustees therein named, providing that, in case of the 
insolvency, bankruptcy, &c., of the husband, the trus- 
tees shall levy and raise the amount of the wife’s portion 
for the benefit of herself and the issue of the marriaze. 
With this deed thereis, invariably, a bond collateral from 
the husband to the trustees in the penal sum of double 
the amount of the wife’s fortune—say, £10,000. On 
Monday, A B was, comparatively speaking, a poor man. 
On Tuesday, he was married, and has £5,000 to his 
credit at his banker's. On Tuesday week, he sends one 
of his usual orders to the wholesale merchant in Eng- 
land. The reply is—“Your name isinthe ‘ Black List,’’” 
The trustees, to protect themselves, must 
enter judgment on the .bond, and in the 
circulars issued it is side-by-side with the judgment 
recovered against the swindler who has left the country. 
[am aware that professional men, by looking to the 
column of costs, can ,distinguish between judgments 
entered on a bond and those obtained adversely, but 
very few, save those acquainted with law matters, under- 
stand those distinctions, and, even if they did, cannot tell 
whether A B was himself a debtor, or surety for a 
wealthy man. Again, a judgment is recovered against 
A B in a hostile suit. ‘the Court of Error up- 
holds the judgment. In two years after, the House 
of Lords reverses the decision of the Court of Frror, 
and reverses the judgment of the Court of Error. In 
the meantime, A B’s name necessarily remains on the 
Black List. Again, in the case of civil bill decrees, which 
are oftentimes renewed on appeal, a list of such is pro- 
mised by these associations. Some of us cannot afford 
to have our names quoted, but I believe Mr. William 
Dargan can. I am told his name figured lately 
as having a civil bill decree pronounced against 
him for £15; and to it is pending an appeal. 
In consequence of one not being able to attend before 
the Recorder at the proper moment, the name of one of. 
the most wealthy and respectable citizens may be de- 
nounced in the Black List, perhaps because he did not 
yield to the impositions of ,some dishonest ang discarded 
servant. I am glad, sir, you havedrawn public attention 
to this subject, and if you will permit me I shall again 
address you with referenceto it.— Your obedient servant, 
A Barrister.

The Rev. C. F. Lowder, the officiating minister of 
the Mission Church in Wellcl8se-square, has addressed 
a very earnest letter to the Times on the subjectof the 
present agitation.

The festivities in honour of the majority of the 
Crown Prince of Russia were continued on the 21st 
ult. At 1 o’clock the diplomatic corps proceeded to the 
Winter Palace to present their congratulations to his 
Imperial Highness, who received them in the White 
Hall. A grand banquet took placeat 4 o'clock in the 
Nicholas Hall. All the ladies invited were in the Rus- 
sian costume—all the men in full uniform. Behind 
their Majesties stood the Grand Marshal of the Court, 
with his golden stick, acting as toastmaster. The toasts 
were given with a flourish of trumpets. The Imperial 
Cup-bearer handed the cups to their Majesties with the 
usual ceremonies. Only four toasts were given. The 
first was to the health of their Majesties, the second to 
that of the Crown Prince, the third to the Imperial 
Family, the fourth to the clergy and all faithful subjects 
of His Majesty. 

The following account of:the ceremony of the 20th is 
taken from the Journal dé St. Petersbourg :— 

“ Detachments of the different corps of the army ar- 
rived atthe Winter Palace at midday, and were formed 
in lines from the private aparements of the Imperial 
Family up to St. George’s-Hall and the principal apel. 
Prince Orloff, Prince Menschikoff, and Count Blou- 
doff, accompanied by Court officials, subsequently bore 
to the chapel, on cushions made of cloth of gold, 
the Imperial crown, globe, and  sceptre, and 
placed them on a table. Shortly after, the diplo- 
matic body, the Ministers, and the great dignitaries of 
the State, with their ladies, entered the chapel. At 2 
o'elock the Emperor and Empress, and the Imperial Fa- 
mily, went in procession from their private apartments 
to the chapel, and were received at the entrance by the 
Metropolitan of St. Petersburg, the members of the Holy 
Synod, and the clergy of the Court. The Empress 
wore the Imperial mantle, the train of which was borne 
by three pages, and the Emperor was in a Cossack uni- 
form. Their Majesties having taken their seats near 
the table, the Princesses of the Imperial Family ranged 
themselves on one side, the Grand Dukes 
on the other; and the Hereditary Grand Duke 
Nicholas Alexandrovitch, who wore the skyblue uniform 
of Ataman of the Cossacks, stood between them. The

LORD JOHN RUSSELL ON POLITICAL AFFAIRS. 
Lord John Russell was ted with the freedom of 
the city of Aberdeen on Wednesday. After the pre- 
sentation he delivered an address, in which, after ac- 
knowledging the honour conferred on him, he touched 
on some political questions. Speaking on the subject of 
Parliamentary Reform, his lordship said— 

It was my fortune to contend for many years 
unsuccessfully in that course, and it was my 
great good fortune and happinessto succeed at 
length in improving the representation of the 
country. I observe that among those who are the 
advocates for ParliamentarReform, there are some who 
conceive that it can only be completely attained 
when the whole frame ofour Constitution is altered. 
Let me at once say that all my labourshave been humbly 
and sincerely to improve our existing institution 
Ihave not found fault with the great principles of 
liberty established by our ancestors, and I believe that 
while they continue from time to time to be improved, 
it would’be rash and unwise to attempt those organi- 
changes which unsettle any of the great foundations of 

ociety, 

After ine remarks, in regard to the’ difficulty of this 
question, his lordship compared the institutions of France 
and the United States, where universal suffrage prevails. 
with those of this country, where the principle ot govern- 
ment is not to go upon abstract right, but to find who 
are the fittest persons in whom a certain degree of 
power shall be placed, and to give the power to those 
persons :'— ee 

Such is the case he said in regard to our judicial 
proceedings also. And with regard to Parliamentary 
Reform in 1831, considering this subject, Lord Grey’s 
Government proposed a £10 franchise. We have to 
reconsider that subject. I think at present that it is too 
high ; but that is a matter for consideration and exami- 
nation. All that I am stating to you now in this autum- 
nal time, when we have not the heats of discussion in 
the House of Commons, is the general principle upon 
which our institutions are based—viz., the general prin- 
ciple of seeking that which is best-—that which will 
practically promote the freedom and happiness of the 
people, and not relying merely upon abstract theories or 
reasoned deduction. 

Lord John Russell then referred to the general principles 
on which the foreign policy of the Government is to 
be conducted:— 

It is my duty—a duty exceedingly honourable, but at 
the same time exceedingly onerous---to take charge and 
give advice to her Majesty upon the foreign affairs of 
this country. Well, now, gentlemen, I am not going 
to state, either upon this or upon a domestic, subject, 
anything of a party nature, because, with regard to 
the general principles upon which our foreign affairs 
should be conducted, I listened last year to a speech 
of Lord Derby, then Prime Minister, in the Mansion- 
house, London, and there was nothing in that speech 
from which I found it necessary to differ. I believe 
that our affairs must always be conducted with 


due regard to the rights and independence of foreign 


nations; that the rule of doing as we would be done by is 
not only a maxim of Christian morality, but the rule of 
international conduct. But whenwe apply such rules 
we find constitutionally that, having relations in every 
quarter of the globe, that having dependencies in every 
quarter of the globe, there cannot fail to come from time 
to time discussions and disputes, and even, it may. be, 
collisions with other nations. Now, gentlemen, upon 
such occasions I think it is very necessary for us to be 
temperate, to be patient, but at the same time not to do 
anything which should diminish the feeling of self-respect 
which a nation as well as an individual ought to main- 
tain. Inshort, if we forbear, our forbearance should 
always be the forbearance of strength, and not the 
shrinking of weakness. 


The noble lord thus spoke on the Italian question: — 

You will permit me to refer to events of some time 
back, but which are a clue to that which is happening 
at the present moment. For centuries the Italian 
people—-a people rich both in commerce and agriculture 
---have been subject to foreign powers---sometimes to 
the Germans, sometimes to the French. About sixty 
years ago a general, full of youth, full of genius, full of 
capacity of every kind, both for war and civil affairs, 
entered Italy and declared that he came to give liberty 
to that people. The Italian people were delighted---the 
whole of Lombardy was in a state of joy and ecstacy, 
and although his warlike operations were successful, 
yet for a time it came to be that the French Government 
was the Government of Italy, and in 1814 the ple of 
Lombardy were averse to that foreign ' “win 
aud earnestly desired a change. “They applied 
to an English General, Lord William Beftinck, as honest 
a lover of liberty as ever existed ; they applied to him, 
and they applied afterwards to the English Minister, to 
learn what was tobe their fate.

DUBLIN AND KINGSTOWN RAILWAY. 

The half-yearly meeting of the proprietors of the 
stock of this company was held on Saturday, at the 
Company’s office, 35, Westland-row-- 

ALEXANDER Bor ce, Esq., in the chair. 

Mr. Pim, secretary, having read the advertisement 
calling the meeting, was directed by the chairman to 
read the diréctors’ report, which is as follows :— 

“ GENTLEMEN,—The income of the company this half- 
year exhibits, in addition to the fixed rent, a contingent 
for the whole year of £1,760 17s. 8d. The corresponding 
sum received for the previous year was £1,327 19s. Id. 
This addition to your receipts is a satisfac index of 
the progressive prosperity of the traffic on the Kings- 
town line. 

“The available balance, this half-year, amounts to 
£16,906 7s. 8d. Out of this, the board now declare a 
dividend of four and a half —- cent. free of income- 
tax, amonnting to £15,750 on the paid-up capital of the 
company, which will leavé a balance of £1,156 7s. 8d. 
to be brought to next account. 

“The board, having considered that this company had 
8 claim on the Wicklow Company for diversion of traffic, 
the question was mutually referred to arbitrators in the 
mode prescribed in the lease and agreements between the 
two companies. The necessity of an award was, how- 
ever, obviated by an agreement being entered into by the 
respective boards, which will now be submitted to you 
for confirmation. 

“ The warrants for the dividend now declared will be 
issued on Monday next, the 3rd instant.” 

The Chairman then said he was not aware that he 
could make any remark which could give additional in- 
formation to that conveyed in the report; but, should 
any question arising out of it be put by any pro- 
prietor, he would be most happy to give ali the informa- 
tion in his power respecting it. The income of the 
company was progressively improving; and, should the 
proprietors desire tocarry out the arrangement proposed 
between their company and the Dublin and Wicklow 
Company, which would now be submitted to their con- 
sideration, he had no doubt that the result would be 
further improvement. The law agent would read the 
terms of the agreement in question, which, if carried 
out, would meet the viewsof the boards of the two com- 
panies. He was also happy to say that this arrangement 
had prevented litigation, which they all knew was ex- 
pensive in itself, and uncertain, both as regarded the period 
of its termination and the actual result. Should any pro- 
prietor desire further information, it would afford him 
greatg@pleasure to furnish it. 

A prietor inquired whether there was any object 
in keeping so large a surplus as £1,100? The dividend 
was decreasing, for they were now getting only 8} per 
cent., while the last dividend was 84. 

The Chairman replied that the income-tax now to be 
paid was a very heavy item; that it was higher than for 
the previous twelve months, and much higher than he 
hoped it would ever be again.

He was sun 
afterwards identified{as a Jew, named Henry Abrahams 
who made his appearance in Nottingham a short time 
ago in a destitute condition. He had for some days been 
engaged in labouring work, but had complained of dest.

THe SHormakers’ STRIRE AGAINST Macuinery a 
Drocuepa—Pustic Meetine-—Drogheda, Friday, Sept 
3U.---A manifesto in the shape of a large placard has 
been this day extensively posted through the town, 
emanating from the operative shoemakers at present on 
strike, calling a public meeting of the inhabitants tor 
Monday next, at the Tholsel Court, the use of which has 
been granted by the Mayor, forthe purpose of making 
their grievances known to the general public. The 
following is a passage from the placard :---* Theleollective 
trades of Drogheda have stood forward, and with the 
voice of one man have declared their determination to 
unite with us for the common interest, and to assist us 
in our resistance against this unpvincipled and ruinous 
innovation---the sewing machine ; and we are happy to 
be able to append below a list of the numerous and re 
pectable trades who have assured us of their earnest cv- 
operation and friendly support.” The following trades 
are then enumerated:-——Tailors, carpenters, weavers, 
masons, sawyers, saddlers, farriers, slaters, bakers, gun- 
makers, butchers, painters, nailors, broguemakers, 
cutlers, curriers, tanners, ship carpenters, batters, 
whitesmiths. The placard concludes with the tollowing 
“Caution to the Public against Bootclosing by Ma- 
chinery,” signed by Mr. Henry Bagnall, the oldest boot 
and shoe manufacturer in the town:-— The work never 
can be firm, inasmuch as there cannot be any wax used 
in the working of it. There can be noend answered 
by it, except that of depriving the poor operative of the 
means by which he earns his bread. I hereby call upon 
the public not to sanction itin any way, as 1 can show 
any one that closing can be done much better by hand 
labour.” Then follow the names of ten other mane 
facturers pledged to support the operatives to the last, 
in what they.gall “the serious struggle of industrious 
men ende@youring to secure their families against the 
social injaig that must inevitably result from the ope 
ration of the sewing machine in Drogheda.” The 
meeting promises to be a stormy one. 

Action Against THE Bank or ENGLAND —Á very 
curious case, affecting the Bank of England, was tried in 
Newcastle, County Court, on Wednesday. A mariner, 
on the eve of proceeding on a ten montlis’ voyage, de- 

ted £83 in the branch bank of the Bank of England 

Newcastle, at the suggestion of his brother-in-law, 
who is cashier in the establishment. During his 
absence the wife obtained £40 of the money through the 
influence of her relative, the cashier. The mariner, on 
his return, repudiated the act of his wife, and called upon 
the bank to refund the money. The bank, endorsing the 
act of the cashier, refused to entertain the application, 
and set up a plea of ratification on the part of the ma- 
riner.
